Cearning Canguage 
through Experiences

N Lower School language is developed by 
the natural method. A language outline, 
which lists the general principles and vo- 
cabulary that young children need for commu- 
nication, is used as a guide for the teacher. 
While this outline contains the principles and 
vocabulary which must be taught, it does not 
specify the exact time they must be pre- 
sented. 

The language program is experience-center- 
ed. Children learn by doing things and the 
best time to teach them the language for what 
they are doing is when they are doing it. 
Language principles and vocabulary are 
learned as the need for them arises. These are 
re-inforced, not by meaningless drills, but by 
additional experiences where the child will 
feel a real need for them. In this way lan- 
guage becomes meaningful and functional. Key 
headings are used for classification and to aid 
the children in self -correction. 

Children entering kindergarten are very 
much self-centered. They like to do many 
things by themselves. Soon they learn there 
can be lots of fun in cooperative activities, 
too. A happy, relaxed, pleasant, environment is 
provided where they can find themselves, 
where they can try out new experiences and 
where they can form meaningful relationships 
with other children. They try to communi- 
cate by gestures, facial expressions, pictures, 
dramatic play and by the use of art media. At 
this time the teachers capitalize on this desire 
to communicate by laying the foundation for 
language through oral communication. They 
create an awareness of language by constantly 
talking - to the children about their exper- 
iences,, interests and needs. Gradually the chil- 
dren begin to associate what is being skid with 
what, is happening. Words take on meaning 
and the children begin to think of their 
experiences in terms of language arid to use 
words in communicating. 


During the next year in school, language 
continues to be developed orally through 
an activities program Arising from the chil- 
dren's interests which are constantly changing. 
The teacher now develops experience stories, 
combining illustrations and written language. 
Vocabulary is recorded by the teacher on 
cards under key headings. Later on the chil- 
dren use these cards to dictate or point out 
the vocabulary necessary to express their 
ideas. As soon as they acquire the motor 
coordination essential for handwriting they are 
encouraged to contribute some of the written 
language. 

During the remaining years in Lower School 
oral communication continues and the children 
contribute more and more in writing. Vital 
experiences, both first hand and vicarious, 
are continually provided to help the students 
acquire ideas and vocabulary. 

As children grow and develop, individual 
experiences remain important, but gradually 
they learn to participate in group activities. 
Group planning may involve not only mem- 
bers of a single class, but of several classes or 
of the entire department. At all times chil- 
dren are given opportunities to make individ- 
ual decisions. 

In selecting areas of experience that are 
appropriate for use with children from five 
to nine years of age, teachers are guided by 
growth and development of children. Scientific 
studies have shown that during these years 
children are generally interested in home, 
school and community. 

Experiences are planned so that they help 
each child to acquire behavior that will enable 
him to grow continuously in his ability to 
function successfully in his enviroment. Expe- 
riences in home and home life involve more: 
than . just a playhouse project. They cover &

wide range of family living and are of a type 
that will give each child opportunity to learn 
the things that wiU help him become increas- 
ingly independent. At the same time, the child 
learns to become a more cooperative member 
of his family group. 

Gradually activities are extended to encom- 
pass experiences in the neighborhood ahd .the 4 
community. In this way child learnt hpw 
the needs of the family are met through 
various services and organizations, aijd he 
sees the family in relation, to,, other areas 
of community life. This understanding serves 
as a base upon, which he can extend his world 
to new and wider horizons. . - 

The broad scope of the school curriculum, 
which covers not only areas such as reading- 
and arithmetic, but includes all of the activi- 
ties of the daily program, provides an exten- 
sive source of material for (planning interest- 
ing and meaningful experiences through which 
children can acquire language and use it to 
communicate their ideas and to gain further 
information. Many kinds of aids, such as 
filmstrips, manipulative materials, books and 
pictures, are available at all levels for refer- 
ence and to motivate the children to further 
their individual interests. At all times the 
teachers have specific language goals in mind 
and lead the children to achieve these goals 
through a variety of meaningful experiences 
which will stimulate ideas, encourage them to 
ask questions, and satisfy their curiosity about 
people and things. In planning activities, the 
teachers consider the needs of the children, 
their interests, their abilities and their previ- 
ous experiences. While teachers guide most 
of the experiences, others are often initiated 
by the children. The unexpected arrival of a 
pet demands immediate attention and takes 
precedence over anything else that the teach- 
er may have planned. 

The Lower School section of this issue of 
The Palms is devoted to pictures and samples 
of language which have grown out of the 
varied experiences and interests of the chil- 
dren.
